CULTURE  OF  CACTUS 


The  plants  should  always  he  kept  more  or  less  dry.  However,  it  is  well 
that  the  plants  be  given  a  light  sprinkle  once  a  week ;  they  are  able  to  go 
,  for  a  long  period  without  any  water  at  all  and  remain  alive. 

The  Cacti  may  be  planted  either  individually  in  pots  or  collectively  in  bowls. 

When  the  plants  are  arranged  in  bowls  without  drains,  the  top  level  of  the  soil  should  be  above  the  level  of  the  bowl  so  that 
most  of  the  water  will  run  off.  Enough  will  penetrate  to  moisten  the  soil.  There  should  never  be  enough  water  at  any  time  for 
the  water  to  stand  in  the  bottom  of  the  bowls.  This  sours  the  soil.

Just  the  thing  for  that  shady  place  around  your  house  where  most  flowers  will  not  do  so  well.  Plant  these  Ferns  about  12 
inches  apart,  the  crown  level  with  surface  of  ground,  and  give  them  a  thorough  soaking  to  settle  the  soil  around  the  roots  and 
a  mulch  to  preserve  moisture.  The  planting  season  runs  from  October  1st  to  June  1st.  Fall  planting  gives  the  soil  a  chance  to 
settle  solid  around  the  roots  which  will  insure  stronger  growth  for  the  first  year.  Most  ferns  do  best  in  a  light  soil  containing 
much  vegetabie  matter,  and  it  is  always  best  to  work  a  considerable  amount  of  leaf  mould  into  the  soil  of  a  fern  bed.  While 
few  ferns  grow  well  in  very  dry  soil,  the  common  notion  that  they  require  very  wet  or  almost  swampy  conditions  is  not  well 
founded.  Most  of  them,  even  those  that  grow  naturally  in  very  wet  places,  do  nicely  under  ordinary  garden  treatment,  in  the 
matter  of  moisture.  While  the  native  ferns  are,  of  course,  perfectly  hardy,  most  of  them  are  better  off  with  a  light  covering  of 
leaves  in  winter.  In  their  natural  habitat  they  are  usually  well  covered  with  leaves  and  snow  throughout  the  winter.
